Gov. Kelly Urges Party 
‘‘Knuckle Down" For 
Fall Campaign 


After 
listening 
to 
a warning 
from 
Governor 
H arry P. Kelly 
that hard work w ill be necessary 
to bring victory to the G O F t i c k e t 
in Michigan in November, R©pub- 
liean leaders representing 12 of 
the 15 Upper peninsula counties, 
assembled in Marquette Thui -day 
for a conference, authorized Jam es 
E. .Jernstad, Ishpeming, Marquette 
county Republican chairman, to 
name a five-man committee which 
will select a full-time manager to 
direct th© campaign north of the 
Straits af Mackinac. 
Jernstad, who presided at the 
conference, said he would name 
the committee in a day or two 
so that appointment of a manager 
will not be delayed. 
The U. P. 
manager will work with all R e­ 
publican county chairmen in the 
peninsula and w ill have the assist­ 
ance of the state central commit­ 
tee and the Republican state cam­ 
paign manager which that com­ 
mute will name shortly.

In his brief address, which fol­ 
lowed a luncheon served In St

If the bomb assault on 
Hitler 
had represented a large-scale con­ 
spiracy— if there had 
been real 
danger of German officers trying 
to get rid of the F u e h r e r — Nazi 
propaganda would have done ev­ 
erything possible to hide sinh a 
truly alarming fact 
from 
the 
G erm an population. 
As a matter of fact. Hitler was 
not in his study at all when the 
bomb exploded. 
In th e complex events in Ger­ 
many during the past few weeks, 
t h e re are elements of both a real 
conspiracy which 
failed,

It all started 
la.st Ju n e 28 with a meeting of 
high Nazi leaders, representatives 
of the German a rm am en t industry 
and food distribution leaders in 
Berlin.

the standard of life in Germany 
would have to he lowered to a 
point where it consisted only of 
fighting or working for the war

Dr. Goebbels, m aster propagan- 
dist, knew that to justify the need 
for such great new sacrifices was 
an almost impossible task even 
for him.
